On the conclusion 
of the ,burial service, the usual volleys were 
fired over the grave, and the general salute to 
the dead, and the “Last Post” brought the sad 
ceremony to an end.

COLES PASHA’S REPORT. 


JUDICIAL.—(ContiInvED) 


Juvenile offenders. . 

In my report’ for,1903 I drew attention to 
the fact that-apwaftds ot 4,000 boys had been 
imprisored during the year, and I expressed a 
hope that’ with the revised code,.such a record 
would never have to be madé again. My hopes 
have been so far realiced thafdaricg the. year 
under report 2,399 juveniles ‘only have been 
imprisoned, whilst 2,507 have been punished 
by whipping. I venture to think, however, 
that there is still room for improwéweut in our 
dealings with javenile offendera, and that 
though Egyptian magwtrates may perhaps b: 
acensed of leniency when prnishing old 
oftenders they can hardly be found fault with 
for soft-heartedness, when administering jastica 
to children. 

Osfences committed by juveniles. 

In the present report | have been able to 
supply mach more detailed information regard- 
ing javenile criminals than ~in any previous 
report, and I have devoted two tables entirely 
to young criminals. In the first, offences com- 
mitted by juveniles are classified and the 
punishments awarded given. ln the second, the 
classification shows the Courts that have dealt 
with such cases. 

[f wo first examine the offences committed 
and punishments awarded we find :— 


Cases. Imprisoned. Whipped, 
Vontraventions,., ...

Assaults... ... 1,165 518 647

The contravevers are many of them little 
shoe-blacks without their regalation “muamber,” 
or boys leading about blind beggars in proscrib 
ed quarters. “Assault” means boys fighting 
and squabbling together, and the majority of 
the little thieves (judging from those sent to 
the | cformatory*), are first offenders. It is 
true that some of these children were impri- 
soned in default of payment of a fine, but 

-nless a child’s parents canbe made to pay the 
fine, such a punishment means imprisonment 
for the child. 

Boys cannot be sent to a Reformatory un- 
loss they have committed a crime or délit, and 
‘1 the absence of any Industrial Schools, it is, 
| admit, very difficult for jadges to deal with 
such cases, but I am convinced, that in many 
of them, a police prosecation is quite unne- 
cessary, and out of such a large number of 
cases only 87 youthful offenders (see Judicial 
Adviser’s Report) handed over to their parents 
is a very small percentage. 

Juvenile crime,— where committed. 

he number of young delinquents sentenced 
has little or no connection with the popala- 
tion. For instance, Mehalla-el-Kubra is one 
of the largest towa in Egypt, and yet 15 boys 
only were whipped and none imprisoned 
throughout the year. Mansourah, too, has only 
34 cases, whilst small villages like Dikarnis, 
Samalloot, Deshna, Itai-el-Barood have many 
more apparently than their share) 

Juvenile courts. 

The Ministry of Justice bas lately establish- 
ed a juvenile court in Cairo and a special 
judge sits once a week to deal with youthful 
offandara. bnt personally I am rather doubtfal 
whether this “tentative measure’ will prove 
very efficacious. The factthat the judge only 
sits once @ week is of iteelf a grave objection, 
as a sentence of whipping after a child has 
been several days in prison defeats the purpose 
fur which whipping is recommended. This 
judge, too, can only deal with a small portion 
of tha cases occarring in Egypt. 

The problem is not easy of solation, but I 
am inclined to think that the ramedy lies more 
with the Procureur General’s Department than 
with the Confts. A special Bareau dealing with 
juveniles, aud a single member of #he Parquet 
receiving daily reports of cases and children 
awaiting trial in prison throughout Egypt, 
will very soon check excessive zeal on the part 
of the police, or carelessness, or neglect, on the 
part of the Parquet ; especially if all cases in 
which juveniles are concerned have precedence 
over ordinary cases, and jadges know that want 
of appreciation of instructions on their part, 
will be heard of again. | may say that the 
Procureur General has already acted in the 
matter somewhat on these lines, and if his 
circular otders lately issued are obeyed by 
both Police and Parquet, we should see a 
considerable improvement during the current 


year.

| Of “many-gated ‘l'hebes,” there’is little trace 
| bat broken potsherds ; at Chironea nothing 
whatsoever but fragments of the colossal lion 
| which commemorated the valour of the Greeks 
| who fell fighting against Philip of Macedon, 
‘in that lost battle which was “the beginning 
| of evil to all the Greeks.” Is it worth while 
|{o spend seven or eight hours in the train

No one can feel weary of life on this exquisite 
spring afternoon, but every one obeys the 
injunction of Stratonicus,and a long procession 
is soon toiling up the narrow and well-nigh 
parpendicnlar path which leads up to the cra- 
ter of an ex'}vet vol-ano, the summit of which 
the Grecks who cvlonised Assos chase, as was 
their wont everywhtre, as a building site. 
Bright-hued, short-stalked flowers enamel the 
face of the ciiff, and when at last,after a climb 
of nearly 800 feet, we arrive panting at the 
top we find the short, thymy grass, on which 
we fling ourgelves to rest, full of tiny scarlet 
anemones, purple dwarf campanulas, and the 
creamy rock-rose. « 

Ruins there are everywhere. Jast below us is 
a mass of masonry projecting from the hill side, 
‘howing where the great fortified city wall 
once ran, and fragments of Doric columasstrew 
the temple precinc‘s, where, amid the relica, of 
by-gone grandenr, shaggy brown calves are 
graz‘ug, herded by picturesque Turkish boys, 
who,in spite «f their Moslem creed, stand with 
e ident gratifigation to be photographed. The 
sites of theatre and stos,agora, treasury,gymna- 
sium,and the rest are all to be traced by the 
antiquery,butafter what we saw in Athens,they 
do not greatly impress the average intelligence. 
What alon@is worth the climb, had it been 
twice as’ long, and twice as hot—twice as 
steep it could ‘hardly have been — is the 
view from this rock fortress, which is celebrated 
as one of the,finest\gites in Asia Minor. 

Standing, as we do, on the crest of the 
promontory, we can look down os two 
harbonra—thation which we landed, and an- 
other, to which we shall presently descend by 
a less pracipitous path, where the remains of 
an ancient mole or jetty are still discernible. 
Opposite us, as we look south, lies Mitylene, 
“the noble. and pleasant island of Lesbos,” as 
Tacitus” calleh it, birthplace of “burning 
Sappho,” and on” the left the coast line of the 
Trdad t-e ds away eastwards, and the snowy 
sugmit «f the many-fountained Ida rises 
cloud like i.to an unclouded sky. The prospect 
is such as to hald one spell-bound for a long 
time, but at last it becomes necessary, or at 
least advisable, to move on, and, leaving the 
Acropolis and its polygonal enclosing wall, we 
come to the Turkish village of Behram, which 
occopies a terrace on the sonth-east side of the 
cone. It is a bundle of white, windowless 
houses, grouped round a dilapidated mosque. 

From this point the hill slopes gently down 
to the banks of a river, which our guide intro- 
duces as “divine Scamander,” but which, alas 
for his veracity, torns out to be only the 
Touzla, the ancient Satniwis, which Ho- 
mer mentions as flowing past “high Pedassos.” 
There is very little water in it just now, 
but in winter it is doubtless a rashing torrent, 
and jt is spanned b, a fine old bridge. 

All this side of the hill is dotted with sarco- 
phagi—grim coffers of stone, which ie a of 
this flowery, sun -baked path a veritable “street 
of the t »mb;."" How many of us knew before, | 
wader, what we are told by an omniscient 
member of the party respecting the origin of 
the term “sarc »phagus ?” The literal meaning 
of the word, it seems, is “flesh-eating,” and, 
according to Pliny, the trachyte of which these 
tombs were made had the property of consum- 
ing, or Causing to waste away, the bodies 
which they contained. ' 

Anather pause te enjoy the beauty and ex- 
quisite peace ot this fresh view, and the new 
tarn our faces seawards again, this time skirt- 
ing the other side of the Acropolis rock, and 
passing the old gateway by which St. Pazl 
entered the city when, on his last missio 
journey, he came hither from Troas, walking 
across the headland, round which his com- 
panions sailed. In go leisurely a fashion do we 
make our way back that by the time we have 
reached the harbour and the waiting boats, 
the sun is dipping into the sea, and the 


western sky is beginving to hang out pennons 
and streamers of ur, scarlet and 
rose 


Yonder to the south-east is Dikili, the little 
port at which, early to-morrow, some of us 
are to disembark for Pergamon. Tiny as it is, 
it nevertheless boasts a telegraph cflice, and 
a busy man who is enjoying a well-earned 
holiday remarks with some trepidation, ‘] told 
them at home that if I were wanted back in a 
hurry they might wire to Dikili, bat (hope- 
fally) I am.sure they won't know where it it!” 

Once more evening has fallen, and we are 
back on the boat after a hot but delightfal day 
at Mitylene. Time fails in which to tell of the 
morning’s sightseeing—of theclimb to the in- 
evitable theatre—the modern cathedral, where 
we are shown a fine marble ¢hair of untold 
antiquity brought from the roined. theatre, 
and displaying on one side a carven Sphinx, 
‘nd on the other the twisted coils of Aiscula- 
pius’s snakes—or of the ancient citadel, now 
a Turkish fort, into which we are courteously 
welcomed By a benevolent old general wearing 
red slippers and medals galore. Nor can mach 
be told of the afternoon, spent by a select and 
privileged few in exploring the town itself 
under the auspices of a great traveller who had 
lived in it, and knew its people well ; in bhy- 
ing fascinating water-jars, and sampling strange 
drinks outside a cafe where flaneurs, red-fezzad 
and swarthy, est and emoked the nargileh or 
pipe of peace. Strange that the word “Mitylene,” 
which a ‘week ago conveyed so little to our 
ears, will henseforward be sufficient to present 

'to memory @ bigarre, many-hued kaleidoseopio 
pictare of Rastern life, 
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The party from Pergamon come in while we 
are drinking our after-dinner coffee, very proud 
of having visited one of the “Seven Churches,” 
very stiff and sore after six hours of bumping 
in native carts, In comparing our respective 
experiences the evening slips away, and before 
the break of dawn we are in sight of Smyrna. 


CAPTAIN KISHIWADA. 


He was an oflicer of reserves, and had waited 
patiently for embarkation orders. In the 
meantime he had worked at the common task, 
the daily round, that of a stationer. Month 
after month slipped by, but Kishiwada’s en- 
thusiasm for active service was not rewarded, 
He spent his lunch hour over at the railway 
station, watching the troop-trains running 
through the flagged way. He waved to the 
truck-loads of bluecoated infantry, and cheered 
when the children cheered. Then the day of 
all dayscame, and the envelope with orders 
for the front. 

Obe morning I was riding down the main 
street of Yokohrma and saw an officer of in 
fantry, a little sturdy, blue-uniformed man, 
and his face was all aglow like the rising sun 
of Nippon. A rickshaw man pniled up, lifted 
his mushroom .straw hat, and bowed to the 
ofteer and offered him a ride. The officer was 
Captain Kishiwada, and when he rode off down 
the street the little girls followed, and then the 
little boys, an the big girls and big boys, 
antil half of Yokohamo seemed to be running 
after Captain Kishiwada’s rickshaw. Here and 
there the rickshaw pulled up while the Captain 
went into different shops. I ptesumed he was 
making purchases. While inside, the little Jap 
boys with soldier caps waved small flags and 
sang war songs, and when the Captain appear- 
ed again they. cheered and shonted “Nippon 
Banzai’ until they were hoarse. ¢ 

Here was a nation with half a million, troops 
at the front making a fuss over one Wlitary 
member of the force. It all looked so childish, 
Imagine an officer in London riding about the 
streets making calls and followed by a lot of 
street children hanging on to his cab. But was 
it all so childish ? 

Then the rickshaw stopped outside a fancy 
goods shop, @ little one-roomed place. After 
the Captain came out 1 went in and made a 
purchase. Then I tried t>. find out who the 
Captain was. I said to the little proprietor : 
‘I hope the Captain has made a big order with 
you.” The little proprietor replied: “Oh, no. 
That was Captain Kishiwada, my brother. He 
is off to the front, and has jast been saying 
good-bye to the different business people who 
are his friends. He is my brother.”

Captain Kishiwada 
will not come back either. He will be killed 
too.” I came out of the shop and walked down 
the street. Over Kishiwada’s shop was a flag 
with a great, big, red aun on it, I thought over 
the fancy-goods man’s words, | thought of the 
army that had business men on the General 
Staff, whose ofticers were plain business people, 
and whose officers were not ashamed of the fact. 
Then | thought of another army, and it almost 
made me sick thinking.

Although Nature has become largely re- 
placed by Scieéneg in the manofiicture of choice 

rfamés and essential oils, the demand for 
, oe for industrial purposes in various parts 
of the world is being steadily maintained, and 
in Earope and America, flower farming is con- 
ducted on an extensive and remunerative 
scale. Yet in the countries of the Common- 
wealth, eo rich in plants yielding delicions 
perfomes and valnable essential oils, little or 
nothing has been done, so far, te practically 
utilise the advantages thus afforded. System- 
atic flower farming is, says a Sidney correspon- 
dent, still in its experimental stages, and there 


exists an almost untouched field of illimitable 
extent at the command of those possessing the 


ital and experience in the manu- 
facture Bostuiond and essential oils. 

In Australia all the garden flowers of Europe 
and Asia, especially those emitting the richest 
tragrance, are found growing in unsurpassed 
luxuriance, many ing obtainable nearly all 
the year round, their profasion and cheapness 


proving how i at reared. Several of English Te ilor 


the essential cils obtained from the leaves of 
native plants are really perfumes, and their 
chief use is infecenting soaps and other pre- 
parations. The quantities nsed are small, most 


of the ts being wild. Among the native 
fanning ing plants which remain un- 


utilised are several varieties of acacia, inclnd- 
ing a few which furnish a scented wood. The 
Acacia Farnesiana, which is largely. cultivated 
in Italy and the South of Krance— r 
‘known pomade, called “Cassia,” being produced 
by placing the sweet-scented flowers in melted 
mutton fat or olive oil, antil the latter become 
impregnated with their odour—grows plentiful- 
ly in many parts of New South Wales and other 
States ; ‘and another species of acacia, familiarly 
known as the Golden Wattle, is equally useful 
as a perfume plant ; ss is aleo the Native Laurel, 
or Mock Orange. . 
Among the plants from which sweet-scented 
and other oils may be obtained are the Native 
Sassafras, Peppermint, Bloodwood, Blue Gum, 
Mountain Asb, White Gum, lronbark, Woolly 
Butt, Spotted Gum, Tallowwood, Messmate, 
Red Gum, Poplar Box, and other species of 
Eacalyptus ; Ridge Myrtle, Tea-tree, Native 
Peppermint, Dog-wood, and Turmeric. Practi- 
cally, the number of native shrubs and trees in 
the Commonwealth capable of bsing utilised in 
the mannfacture of perfumes and essential oils 
is without limit, and when the large quantities 
of either product, obtainable from compara- 
tively small proportions of bark or leaver, is 
taken into consideration, it will he seen that in 
this direction Australia possesses exceptional 
advantages for thowe possessing the requisite 
capital and experience to establish large and 
gemunerative productive industries. It may
